Elberly, flag lieutenant of the Oregon, 
under Captain Barker, has just arrived 
in Washington from the Philippines and 
brings some interesting details of the 
situation in Manila. lieutenant Elberly 
says that the sociakaBd sanitary con- 
ditions in Maoila are-better than is gen- 
erally believed, in Ui« United States and 
better than weuld be naturally supposed 
after suoh a short American occupation. 


The city has been cleaned on an Ameri- 


can plan, the military authorities are 
engineering the work with a large force 
of Chinamen and friendly 
Filipinos. 


The Chinamen are relied on for the heavy 
manual labor. The 'Streets have been 
cleared of ancient acoumulations of filth. 
and there has been a house to house in- 
spection, which is still continuing. There 
has been more or less-aiatlve opposition 
to these innovations, toufthe people are 
beginning to see the value of the new 
measures and to accept the change from 
the old order. 
3 r . 


Lieutenant Elberly says it is a favor- 


able sign that the temper of the native 
population.hap changed considerably to- 
ward American occupation. - 


When the Oregon aivriv.ed in March the 


native population wac dissatisfied and 
in an ugly humor, even in the city itself. 
Cab drivers, hotel keepers and other 
semi-public servants rendered service 
under protest and even tunned down 
American trade in some instances. No-sv, 
however, they have found out that they 
are paid, a thing ^hey did not seem to be 
used to, and finding American official 
promises carried out thejf accept the new 
sovereignty cheerfully.. 


Compulsory vaccination created some 


opposition among the natives at first, 
bu| its beneficial effects being apparent, 
it has also been accepted. 


Lieutenant Elberiy 
says that the 


health of- Manila is exceptionally good, 
and that even among the troops on shore 
tnere was little sickness from anything 
but heat prostration. 


One of the most important naval moves 


has been the distribution of the 13 little 
"tin clads" among the big vessels of the 
fleet on various stations. Through these 
small craft, the lieutenant says, there is 
an effective blockade of the whole of 
Luzon and some 'boats have been sent 
to Mindanao, Negros, Cebu and Pala- 
wan. 


Most of the smuggling of arms, am- 


munition and food since the arrival of 
the American squadron has been done 
in small schooners, known as "bank- 
ers." which can run through the island 
channels where the fleet cannot fol- 
low them. 
The "tin-clad" patrol boats 


have been doing business with these 
skimmers of the seas recently, ene pa- 
tro boat rounding up 13 bankers in a 
snigle trip. 
It is thought that in a 


short time Aguinaldo will be reduced to 
a supply of purely home-made ammuni- 
tion. 


The soldiers in and around Manila are 


now well housed in permanent quarters 
or neipe houses, which are built on a 
bamboo framework, and are cool and 
dry. 
Even on the outworks, the sol- 


diers had comfortable palm huts be- 
fore the rains set in, and, except for 
the intense heat, were very comfort- 
able. 


The rain had not started in in earnest 


when Captain Barker and Lieutenant 
Elberly sailed for home. 
It was well 


understood then that the rains would 
cut off all transportation, except by 
railway, and that is given as the reason 
for Lawton's abandoning San Isidor, 
there being a big swamp between it and 
thp railway that is impassible during 
the 'rains.

Elephant Flesh an African Delicacy. 
The flesh of the elephant is eaten in 


its entirety by several of the African 
tribes. A detail of the process of butch- i 
ering'the animals is not pleasant read- j 
ing. The tools used are the assagai and 
hatchet. The rough outer skin is first 
removed in large sheets.- -Beneath- this , 
is a snbcuticle, a pliable • membrane, \ 
from which the natives, make water , 
skins. The elephant yields large quan- | 
tities of fat, used in cooking the na- | 
tives' sun dried biltong, or dried strips , 
of the elephant's flesh, and also in the 
preparation of vegetables. African ex- 
( 
plorers of the Caucasian race agree that 
one part of the elephant's carcass, when ' 
properly cooked, is a 'succulent dish 
that will regale the most delicate taste. 
This part, very strangely, is'the first ' 
joint of the leg below the knee, which 
one would suppose to be the toughest 
portion of the animal. To prepare the 
joint a hole three feet deep is dug in , 
the earth, and the sides of it are baked 
hard by means of large live coals. Most . 
of the coals are then taken out, and the , 
elephant's foot is placed in the rude , 
oven. The hole is then filled with dirt, , 
tightly packed, and a blazing fire is, 
built on top, which is kept replenished 
for three hours. The foot is thus evenly 
baked, and when done, instead of 
strong, tough meat fiber, it is of a ge- 
latinous consistency that may he eaten 
with a spoon.—Philadelphia Lancet.

The quantity is increased until we have 
known 30 glasses per day to be taken. 


A part of the benefit derived is be-

It acts by flood- 
ing the kidneys, by washing out the 
bladder with a copious, bland and dilute 
urine, by unclogging the liver and 
clearing the brain. Tho patient feels 
better from day to day; be is better.

This fable, of 


course, has many interpretations, but 
it is'probable that in it the old Greeks, 
who were great lovers of nature, meant 
to suggest the physical and mental 
strength that comes to those who come 
in close contact with nature. There is 
a magic healing power in the sunshine, 
in the dew upon the grass and in the 
warm sandy loam charged with the 
subtle magnetism which nature keeps 
stored in the great earth battery. To 
let a child lie for hours on the ground, 
where the grass is dry and there is 
no danger of tramp insects making in- 
vestigating expeditions into the ears or 
nose or mouth of the little one, is better 
than bottles- of tonics. Wlien a child, 
by the way, is laid on the ground, it is 
always well as a precaution to close 
the ear passages with pieces of cotton, 
then there is no danger of visits from 
intrusive bugs. When they do manage 
to effect an entrance, the best thing to 
do is to send at once for a physician, 
as such accidents sometimes result in 
deafness or insanity from the pain 
caused by the frightened creature 
struggling about in the delicate ear 
passages. While waiting for the ar- 
rival of the medical man sweet oil or 
olive oil, poured into the ear until it 
overflows, will sometimes serve to rinse 
out the bug or prevent it doing much 
damage until the arrival of help. 


When small children are placed out- 


tide, the best thing to do with them is 
to swing them in a hammock. • Ham- 
mocks are now so cheap that any 
one can 
afford 
them. 
Tinyx ham- 


mocks are made especially for chil- 
dren. A chair swung from the limb of 
a tree or a cross pole and provided with 
a shelf for the accommodation of toys 
ia excellent for baby's accommodation. 
If the sun gets around to the swing 
after a few hours, a large umbrella can 
be pla'ced over the swing so that It will 
shade the child, or a sheet can be 
•pread over the supports in such a way 
a* to keep off the sun's fiercest glare. 


Where mosquitoes are troublesome an 


outdoor cabinet may be made for baby 
that will defy the fiercest onslaughts 
of the summer insect pests. To make 
this take a cot covered with canvas, on 
which baby can tumble and. play to 
his or her heart's content. Run the 
wooden corner pieces up high by at- 
taching an additional strip of wood at 
each corner and connect these above by 
crosibars. 
Mosquito netting may be 


tacked tightly across the top and then 
across the sides, a curtain buttoned 
down closing one end of the frame 
when baby Is ifwlde with his toys. The 
netting forming the sides and end 
pieces should be allowed to fall to the 


ground, although it need not be tacked 
there. 
Inside this the child may be 


placed on the grass, and the most de- 
termined mosquito will be foileM in 
his attempts to get a bite of baby. 
Where there are a number of children 
in the family and insects are annoying 
during the day, frames covered with 
wire mosquito netting should frame in 
the porch. In winter the frames can be 
taken out and put up in the attic or 
in the cellar until next year, so they 
are after all not much of an expense.

to swallow his food before

Hence hurried eating 
is bad, but 


rapid mastication is advantageous. It 
conrentrates our energies on the act 
in question, and hence more thoroughly 
accomplishes it. 
Moreover, energetic 


chewing stimulates the secretion of sa- 
liva in the most favorable 
manner. 


These various points are so commonly 
misunderscood, at least by the laity, 
that thay demand frequent attention.

Bat Energetically. 


The prevalent idea that slow eating 


Is very favorable to digestion is largely 
fallacious. The important point Is not 


1 that we eat slowly or fast, but that 


of flour. Beat the butter and sugar to- 
gether in a basin until the mixture is 
quite white; then add an egg, which 
should be thoroughly beaten, and stir 
in I 3 degrees the flour; mix well, add a 
pinch of baking powder, and then pour 
in just enough warm milk to make the 
mixture of about the consistency of 
thick cream. 


Pour it into small plates which have 


been buttered and bake in a quick 
oven until the pancakes are lightly 
browned. When done, spread each pan- 
cake with some lemon cheese curd and 
pile them up on a hot dish, cutting 
through the center each way, and dust 
some powdered sugar over them. 


Keep BrB» From TnriiUlilng. 


To keep brass from tarnishing put 


half an ounce of shellac in half a pint 
of methylated spirit in a bottle. Leave 
till the next day, when the shellac will 
have dissolved. Then pour off the clear 
liquid and with it paint over the brass, 
using a camel's hair brush for the pur- 
pose. It is best to heat the brass before 
applying the solution of shella«. This 
varnish will not be noticed on the brass, 
and it will effectually prevent its tar- 
nishing. 


Three Cooling Drinks, 


Raspberry Vinegar.—Fill a jar with 


ripe fruit and cover it with white wine 
vinegar, tie it down and stir every day 
for ten days with a wooden spoon. 
Strain this, and to every pint of juice 
add one pound of sugar; boil this slow- 
ly, skim it, and when cold bottle, then 
seal all the corks. This is a delicious 
drink for invalids, and w-ith the addi- 
tion of soda water will be in great re- 
quest at tennis parties. 
- Strawberry Sirup.—Take sound ripe 
fruit and press out all the juice after 
just heating the fruit 
To each pint of 


juice add one pound of sugar. Stir with 
a wooden spoon while boiling for five 
to seven minutes. Stir constantly till 
cold and then put into bottles for use. 
This can be used as a flavoring for ices 
and creams, or with soda water will 
make a refreshing drink. 


White Spruce Beer.—Mix together 


one pound and a half of loaf sugar and 
two gallons of water, a large piece of 
lemon rind and sufficient essence of 
spruce to flavor, also half a cupful of 
yeast. 
When the beer is fermented, 


bottle it for use. 


Finn Fritter*. 


Make a batter by adding four ounces 


of flour by degrees to a quarter of a 
pint of tepid water which has been 
mixed with a dessertspoonful of oil, 
and stir until it is perfectly smooth; 
sprinkle in a little salt and pepper; 
cover the basin with a cloth and let 
the hotter stand for at least an hour. 
When it is required, add some cooked 
white fish which has been broken up 
into small pieces and seasoned with 
salt and cayenne, and stir in lightly 
the stiffly whisked white of an egg. 
Take a small spoonful of the mixture 
at a time and drop it into a bath of 
boiling fat and fry until the fritter is 
a pale brown; drain the fritters on pa- 
per and garnish with dried^parsley. 


Vegetables growing above ground 


should be cooked in salted water, and 
those grown beneath the ground in 
fresh water. 


Clean tin covers and other articles of 


the same metal as follows: Shred half 
a pound of soap into a jug or basin and 
a large ball of pounded whiting and pi't 
in enough warm rainwater to make a 
paste of the consistency of cream. Tafce 
a little of this mixture on a piece of 
clean flannel and rub well over the cov- 
ers. 
When dry, polish them jwith a 


leather and powdered whiting. 


When a black bag looks the worse for 


w^ar, but is still good and strong, it 
may easily he made to look quite nice 
again. Sponge it with a strong, warm 
solution of soda. When soaked with 
this, appiy a coat of good black ink and 
allow it to dry m. Then give it another 
dressing "ith ink, and when this is per- 
fectly dry rub off any superfluous inF 
with a damp rag and brush tha bag; 
over witb the white of an egg. 


No one who does not understand all 


about painting should attempt to re- 
move the varnish of a picture, for it is 
easy to remove with it part of the 
painting itself. The inexperienced per- 
son can, however, clean an oil painting 
safely in the following manner: Re- 
move the picture from its frame, lay 
it Hat and cover with a cloth moist- 
ened with ram water. Repeat until the 
dirt on the picture has been removed 
by the cloth, or till it is so softened by 
moisture that it 
may be wiped off 


easily with a soft sponge. Then let 
the picture dry, when it should be gone 
over carefully with a piece of cotton 
wool saturated in pure linseed oil. The 
paint will then look fresh and new. 
On no account must soap be used, and 
an oil painting should never be touched 
with anything harder, than a piece of 
lint or cotton wool. For dusting there 
is nothing better than an old silk hand- 
kerchief. 


Dancing shoes which have become 


soiled can be successfully renovated by 
rubbing them with benzine on a piece 
of clean, soft flannel. After cleaning 
place the shoes in the air till the dis- 
agrees MP odor has gone oft. 


Never hang a mirror in the sunshine, 


for the sun's rays act on the mercury, 
and the glass soon becomes clouded. 


To clean japanned trays gently rub 


the surface with a little oil and then 
polish with a piece of flannel. 


In a room where the floor is badly ' 


laid there are often quite wide chinks 
between the boards, and to fill up these 
with p"tty would be a serious matter. 
An inexpensive mixture can be made of 
waste paper and mucilage, which an- 
swers the purpose perfectly. 
Shred 


enough paper to fill a large pillow and 
then put it in a pot and boil it in wa- 
ter. Stir it about, and to every quart 
of paper and water 
add a hand- 


ful of gum arable. 
Let the whole 


simmer 
till 
it is the consistency 


of 
exceedingly thick cream. 
The 


mixture 
must 
be 
put 
Into

cracks while hot and neatly smoothed 
down. When cold It is ready to be 
painted with the rest of the floor, and 
as it is realty nothing more or less than 
pnpler mache, it may be trusted to 
stand hard wear and last well.

and beneath the spot and hold a warm 
flatirou over it. The grease will b* 
melted and absorbed by the powder 
and the paper left clean.

SHOE PROFITS 


The shoe manufacturers of the east 


must be deeply interested in the sug- 
gestion that comes from their compe- 
tif-ors in the west that a conference be 
held a Philadelphia in. August for the 
purpose of arriving1 at 
some under- 


standing relative to the price- of shoes. 
The western shoe manufacturers for 
years have been, doing business at the 
expense of their eastern, competitions 
cutting prices and underselling 
the 


eastern man. whenever possible. The 
western man had not the labor condi- 
tions to contend with nor many of the 
conditions which swell the cos', of main- 
taining the eastern shoe making estab- 
lishment. So he was in clover from the 
beginning, the troubles of the eastern 
man doing nothing but enrich his pas- 
ture. A labor dispute in the east sent 
buyers to the west in seaxch of a surer 
market and the buyer was induced to 
stay west by being sold an imitation 
of eastern goods for less than eastern 
prices. 


The eastern shoe man, who saw the 


tendency of trade, entered as far as 
possible into 
competition with 
tLa 


western man. Then wages began to tum- 
ble and profits to dwindle and the east- 
ern shoe business very son renchtd an 
unsatisfactory condition, 
~{e -enfy a 


number of the leading manufacture! s 
of New England united in an associa- 
tion to still belter adjust themselves to 
the market conditions. Vh--v ndv.it.te3 
that the labor cost could not be rpnu'.ed 
and that the cost of >',tock was beyond 
their control, the shoa trusts largely de- 
termining that. They could see but one 
reform of any consequence to make, a 
reform in selling. Certain trade per- 
centages and time allowances were 
given, buyers and it. was the plan to 
pare these doxvn an3 get shoe selling 
frnrr thp manufacture- as near to be- 
ing on a cash basis as possible. A p'.in 
•was agreed upon,'and a date set for the 
JH'W rules to go into tiffcct. 


"Vvhilfi tho eastern, man was ad^iis-ting 


himself to the situa.tiOTi forcwl upon 
him by the manufacturer in thft west, 
the manufacturer in the west wa's being 
slowly brought to something like the 
eastern man's level. That has not yot 
beon fully reachc-d, but is sure to bp in 
a. very few seasons. The demand for in- 
creased wages to maintain the common 
standard of living, the strike to force 
those demands and the mouopoi/ of 
shoe machinery and shoe raw materials 
are not confined to the east. The west 
is feeling them, too, and the WJ.K mus; 
adjust itself as well as the east. And 
whatever natural advantages the one 
section had over the other are disap- 
pearing as a factor in the cost of pro- 
duction, being cancelled by correspond- 
ing disadvantages or removed by in- 
dustrial development. 


Already the west thinks it is time tc 


confer with the east in the hope that 
tho shoe price may be fixed at a point 
permitting a rcnumerativo profit Ibis 
Indicate.? that the western man hns 
xeached the end of hia rope, that ho it 


beginning to suffer from the effect* of 
which he was himself the cause The 
"Western 
man 
is 
Jn 
a 
hurry. 


He 
wants 
the 
eastern 
man 
to 


confer 
with 
him 
early 
in 
Au- 


gust. ' No doubt a conference would! 
be pleasing to ihe eastern man, but it 
is the opinion that there is not time to 
call a meeting of eastern men to choose 
and instruct delegates to the confer- 
ence. If there is not time, a postpone- 
ment of the conference is likely to re- 
sult. However, the movement is sig- 
nificant and is one of the most encour- 
aging indications the eastern shoe men 
have had for many a day. It is pos- 
sible that the leather trusts are in- 
terested spectators.

The Larger Alanka Boundary Dlapnle 


It is well-known that the United 


States and Groat Britain would have 
agreed long since- to refer the delimi- 
tation of thp Alaska- frontier to arbi- 
trators, but for the fact that Canada 
has insisited upon a provisional ar- 
rangement giving her citizens access to 
the sea. As the right of access to the 
Pacific is the very point in dispute our 
state department has, naturally, de- 
clined to concede it, even temporarily, 
and the result is that American citi- 
zens and British 
subjects may be 


brought at ajiy moment into violent 
collision within the debatable land. It 
is thus that war might arise, notwith- 
standing the goodwill with which the 
two nations now regard each other. 


Would it not be better for Great Brit- 


ain to leave its North American depend- 
ency to shift for itself, either in total 
independence, or as a part of the Amer- 
ican "Union? What does Great Britain 
receive from Canada in return for the 
onerous obligation, of backing the Do- 
minion government with the- military 
and naval forces of the mother coun- 
try? 
Canada, does not contribute a 


penny to the British army and navy, or 
to any of the expenditures made for the 
collective benefit of the British Empire. 
She has, to be sure, recently under- 
taken to impose on imports of British 
goods lower custom duties than, those 
levied by her upon similar commodities 
from the United States. The practical 
effect, however, of this concessio-n is nil, 
the trade of Canada with Great Britain 
being almost stationary, while, in, spite 
of fiscal obstructions, her trade with 
the United is rapidly increasing. It fol- 
lo%vs that British manufacturers can 
never gain for their products a monopo- 
ly of the Canadain market, even if the 
market were not insignificant, in, com- 
parison, with that presented by the 
United States. It is from another view- 
point, however, tha.t the worthlessness 
of Canada to Great -Britain, is more 
strikingly disclosed. In the event of a 
war between England on the one hand 
and France and Russia- on, the other 
not a.single cargo of grain could be 
obtained by the first-named country 
from Canada, except at the cost of a 
convoy which might materially weaken 
the force available for naval operations 
in other parts of the globe England 
could not afford to use a large- part of 
her fleet for the purpose of policing 
the North Atlantic. On the other hand, 
England might engage with impunity 
in a, war aginst Franc© and Russia so 
long as she was assured of the friend- 
ship of the United States, for our navy 
is abundantly able to protect the trans- 
portation of our grain, and, consequent- 
ly, England would not be exposed for a 
moment to the risk of famine. There is, 
in fact, no doubt that the friendship of 
the United States would be a matter of 
life and death to England, were she 
again confronted by such a combination 
of continental nations as- Napoleon I. 
arrayed against her. In the early years 
of 
this century, the United King- 


dom was self-supporting, in the sense 
tha.t enough food staples were raised 
within its borders to nourish its inhabi- 
ta.nts. This has long ceased to be the 
case; at present, only a, fraction of 
England's food supply is derived from 
her own soil. It would take but a. few 
weeks to styve her into abjeci submis- 
sion, if her continental enemies ormld 
secure the co-operation of the United 
States, which would inevitably carry 
with it the closing of Canadian ports to 
British vessels. OuE,fleet, joined to the 
navies of France and Russia, could 
drive from the North Atlantic any Brit- 
ish force that could be concpntra.ted in 
that ocean. On the other hand, if the 
UnitPd States were her ally, or were 
even 7-esolved to observe a friendly neu- 
tra.lity, England might defy the rest of 
the world in arms. .We add that, if the 
United States and England were to pur- 
sue a common policy in China, they 
should prove more than -a. match for all 
the other maritime rowers in that 
quarter of the globe.—Collier's Weekly.

GOVERNORS PROJECT IS FAVOR. 


Son* ana DanBhtem Will G«tbe* 


From F«r and Near to Greet Old 
Friend* and Relative*— Whole State 
to Be Turned Into * y»«t 


An "Old Home week" is the novelty 


the good old Granite State of New 
Hampshire promises for the period be- 
tween A'ig. 26 and Sept 2— a time of 
friendship 
renewals, happiness re- 


vivals and auld lang syne; a frolic 
through the halls of memory; a reun- 
ion of recollection; a college class re- 
union, with all the state as a universi- 
ty and all the inhabitants to make up 
the alumni. 
These are some of the 


things that are aimed at by the Old 
Home week. 
All persons who have 


gone out into the world that lies be- 
yond the boundaries of the common- 
wealth are commanded to be present 
at the festivities, the penalty for diso- 
bedience of this order being the missing 
of "the time of their lives," says a 
Concord (N. H.) .dispatch to the New 
York Herald. 


Frank West Rollins fathers the idea. 


He is the governor; also a man of 
thoughts that are worth putting into 
words. A pretty long time ago— before 
the days of Frank "West Rollins' po- 
litical preferment— he was possessed of 
this plan. He knew New Hampshire 
as a father knows his son. 
"And 


thus knowing. It," said Mr. Rol- 
lins, "let us have a giant picnic. Let 
us invite all our friends and relatives, 
our sisters and our cousins and our 
aunts, to come back to New Hamp- 
shire for a brief season to renew their 
acquaintance with the old mother and 
to make merry with .the homebodies." 
The suggestion was listened to, but it 
was not acted upon. Frank West Rol- 
lins was not governor then. Now he is 
governor, and the suggestion is acted 
upon. 


Anyway, we're going to have an Old 


Home week, and we're glad all over,- 
Invitations have been sent out almost, 
as in the words of the "Jubilee" song, 
"in 40 different languages." 
New 


Hampshire's sons and daughters have 
been and are being asked to trace their 
footsteps in the direction of the state 
line. And they are coming. Word has 
been received telling of the manner 
In which the proposition strikes the 
strayers. It strikes them hard and also 
favorably. 
They are coming, and 


coming strong. 


An original idea in connection with 


the perfecting of the plan was to hold 
the reunion at some central point, pref- 
erably Concord, .<the capital. 
This 


won't do at all. 
The movement has 


assumed proportions-- too extensive to 
admit of its confinement to one partic- 
ular locality. So the whole state will 
be turned into a playground where the 
children of all ages may romp and ca- 
vort and eat and drink" and be merry. 
The entire week will be devoted to the 
observance of the occasion, but sep- 
arate districts will have separate 
special days when they will star. 
-For instance, we of Concord will 
make particular celebration on Thurs- 
day, Aug. 31. We have some military 
men who are the pride and joy of our 
martial hearts. They must do their 
part. They will take part in a parade. 
So will others of our organizations, and 
we have a lot of them. 
They will 


march in the morning, and their foot- 
steps will tell of the arrival of Con- 
cord's banner day. 
The statehouse 


grounds will be the scene of an after- 
noon meeting. There will be addresses 
and felicitations and welcomings and 
congratulations and receptions and 
things out in the open. We are an 
open air people up here, and we like to 
do things characteristically. There will 
be athletic sports in the driving park, 
and there will be fireworks in the even- 
ing—fireworks that will make the 
Fourth of July display look like a side 
show and throw the small boy into a 
spasm of joy. 


Boscawen is a little town of big men. 


Not all of its big men have passed 
away. Some of them have. The Rev. 
Morgan Dix was born here. So was 
General John A. Dix. Daniel Wabster 
lived here. His brother, Ezekiel, was 
another Boscawen resident. 
Charles 


Carleton Coffin, historian, was a not- 
able figure of this community. 
So 


was William Pitt Fessenden. Memo- 
rial tablets have recently been made in 
honor of the distinguished dead.

No effort at lengthened 
oratorical effect. Just a simple greet- 
ing to the returned ones. Many of the 
localities will dispense entirely with 
any address. The idea of a giant pic- 
nic strikes 12 on the New Hampshire 
clock of popularity. The stay at homes 
and the come backs want to get togeth- 
er on the sloping side of some old and 
loving mountain, beside the whispering 
waters of some well remembered 
stream, on the banks of some favorite 
lake or in one of the myriads of cool 
and cheery groves. That's the idea of 
Informal jollity. That's the way the 
majority of those who take part in the 
Old Home week will speiid their time. 


Notthe least interesting feature of 


€Ee~<JiarHbme' week plan is the metuod 
of giving it publicity. There is the- Old 
Home week stamp. It bears the date 
of the week and a. picture of the "old 
man of the mountain," New I^arnp- 
ehire's celebrity. The stamps ari sold 
in large numbers and sent broadcast 
over the land. There, too, is the Old 
Home week stationery. The letter heads 
bear the 
Invitation, 
"Come 
back 


again." The legend Is unnecessary. 
If any man receives a letter with the 
pictorial heading, such as these Old 
Home week sheets bear, 


immediately proceed to pack his trunk 
and check it for this state, there Is 
something wrong with that chap's 
•ease of the beautiful and the simple. 


Pour pictures are shown, all scenes 


from New Hampshire life. 
The old 


oaken bucket is there, and one can al- 
most taste the cool, pure water as it is 
raised to the lips of the man at the 
well. The*-, <*>o, are the old red school- 
house, with its one chimney and its ut- 
ter lack of artistic pretension; the cot- 
tage in the field and the dear old lake.

WRITES HOME FROM JOLO. 


Interesting; Letter From Frank El- 


Itxon, an Indiana Soldier. 


Corporal Frank Ellison of Wabash, 


Ind., who is in the Twenty-third*regi- 
ment, sent from Manila to Jolo, one of 
the smaller Philippines, writes home 
that the two battalions reached Jolo 
on May 23, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


The voyage from Manila, 800 miles, 


wlls on the Spanish steamer Leon 
XIII, and Corporal Ellison says these 
were the first American troops that 
ever sailed under Spanish colors. Jolo, 
he says, is only six degrees from the 
equator and 100 miles from Borneo, 
yet the climate is salubrious. 


The city is surrounded by a. stone 


wall, with blockhouses half a mile 
apart. Each blockhouse is 35 feet in 
diameter, built of stone and cement, 
and has three floors, the first affording 
access to the other floors by means of 
a stairway, which is drawn up by the 
occupants every night, rendering the 
house impregnable. 
Corporal Ellison 


with 18 men is in charge of one of 
these blockhouses and says that as 
the natives are armed only with bolos 
he could stand off any number of them. 
The natives are of a low order of intel- 
ligence, are almost naked and use 
paint liberally on their bodies. 
The 


women dress like the men and do all 
the work. 


The soldiers at Jolo live on chickens, 


which cost only 5 cents apiece, cocoa- 
nuts, bananas, pineapples and tropical 
fruits, which grow in abundance. The 
inhabitants till the soil on a limited 
scale, using caribous as motive power 
and crooked sticks as plows. 
Cor- 


poral Ellison regards the natives as 
very treacherous. He'expects, from the 
signs since he has been there, an up- 
rising against the Americans at any 
time. The troops are in fine condition, 
have the best water in the world and 
are all contented.

The loss 
to the United States forces was four 
killed, 12 woundod. 


The trenches commanding the harbor 


weie under \va.ter. but the swampiness 
of the land made the work harder. The 
force comprised 400 of the Washington 
volunteers, 450 of the Twenty-first in- 
fantsy, 100 of the Fourth cavalry and 
two guns of the First artillery.

sembled opposite Calamba Wednesday 
afternoon. Crowds of people in carts 
and on foot were seen rushing to the hilts.

Eltonherd landed east of the town, but 
found a river intervening. Captain AIc-

river under a fire from 20 Mauser rifles. 


Having crossed the stream, the officers 


procured a casco to ferry the troops. 
The insurgents retreated through the 
town, snooting from houses and bushes 
as they fled to the hills. Three members 
of the Washington regiment waded from 
cascoes through swamps^ often shoulder 
deep, wkile a group ».•{ Filipinos con- 
cealed in haystacks *ere shooting at 
them, until the Napidan focused her six- 
pounders and gatlifig gruns on the stacks 
for a few minutes. Most of the work 
was done before the Washington volun- 
teers could reach the town. The Fili- 
pinos left three dead. 


Calamba is a trading .town on La- 


guna de Bay, about 30 miles southeast 
of Manila. 
It is mtjch farther south 


than the United States troops have 
heretofore penetrated on land. 
It is 


in the province of Laguna. 
It has a 


population of 11,476, and is 27 miles from 
Santa Cruz, on the eastern shore of the 
bay. 
Its capture is not of any strategic 


importance, except as a part of a plan 
to haa-ass and worry the insurgents. 


The two friars who were recently ar- 


rested here on suspicion that they were 
the bearers of messages to Aguinaldo 
from the junta at Hong Kong, have been 
liberated for want of evidence. 


It is reported in native^ircles in Ma- 


nila that the insurgents recently ra- 
ceived consignments of saltpetre from 
Japan. 
The insurgents had been ex- 


periencing many difficulties in the man- 
ufacture of good powder, that which they 
produced lacking power of penetration 
and range.

Woman Who Had a Dread of Coffins Is Buried 


Seated In a Chair. 


Pawling, N. Y., July 28.—Mrs. George 


S. Norton, wife of a prominent contrac- 
tor, was buried here yesterday sitting 
in a racking chair which had for months 
been her orily resting place, she having 
been a sufferer from heart disease, which 
prevented her from lying down. The 
chair was enclosed in a large box which 
she had had built for the purpose before 
she died. The' grave was 7% feet deep 
and lined with brick. The box with con- 
tents weighed '000 pounds. It was let 
down into the grave with a derrick. 


Mrs. Norton, being large in size, 


had a dread of being crushed 
into 


an ordinary coffin, and the burial in 
the chair was in accordance with her 
wishes. 


The body, dressed in black, with a bit 


of white lace around the throat, sat in 
the rocking chair, just in the position 
in which Mrs. Norton breathed her last 
on Monday, with hands folded across 
her lap, and a calm expression on her 
face. 
Over the chair . was spread a 


coverlet made by the dead woman's 
grandmother, nearly 100 years ago.

Ulyses Efcureaux was born in 1S46 ami 


was a fine tpye physically of the West 
Indian nesrot He became president of 
the Dominican republic in 18S8 and ruled 
with a firm hand, putting down insurrec- 
tion after insurrection, and shooting the 
leaders very often without trial. He was 
Immensely wealthy. His term of office 
would have expired in October, 1901. 


He seemed to possess a charm against 


death. As a political mystlfter he had 
great talent and boldness. He himself 
had caused reports to be circulated that 
he had been seized by revolutionists, im- 
prisoned, and subsequently shot. This 
was done to throw his Enemies off their 
guard, so that they would betray them- 
selves. He was twice exiled for political 
reatons. 


Heureaux had a military career dating 


from 1862, when he enlisted as a private 
soldier to assist in driving the Spaniards 
from his native land. The war lasted for 
three years, and was followed by the 
Baez 
revolution, in 
which 
Colonel 


Heureaux also louk a prominent part. 
He was conspicuous for his dash and 
bravery. Then followed 
the uprising 


"against Gonzalez, and 
other internal 


wars, in which Heureaux, at that time a 
colonel, rereived many sabre wounds. 


In 1874 the government of Baez ceased 


and General Gonzalez came into power. 
Two years later found Heureaux again 
at the head of a revolt, and this time he 
triumphed, and, as a result, Ulysses Es- 
peillart was made president, representing 
the party of Generals Heureaux and Lu- 
peron. In July, 1880, Fernando A. Merino 
was elected president, and in 1882 General 
Heureaux was selected to succeed him, 
and remained in power to the time of his 
assassination. ^ 


Under his administration, with the ex- 


ception of two trifling attempts at war, 
which were promptly suppressed, 
the 


country has been at peace, and has ad- 
vanced in a marvellous manner, morally 
and materially. The people are happy 
and industrious, and, having plenty of 
work at fair prices, are contented. Presi- 
dent Heureaux was always determined 
to have the affairs of the island con- 
ducted on the basis of order and justice. 
General Heureaux, during his eventful 
career, received nine serious wounds and 
carried two bullets in his body. 


An almost natural consequence of this 


Iron rule was such bitter hatred on £he 
part of his enemies that they tried to 
assassinate him in both June and De- 
cember of 1S98. But he escaped, and his 
opponents fesfred 
more than ever his 


smile which he graciously accorded to 
each one doomed by him to be shot 
against the "long, brick wall."

Internal dissensions and re"olutionary 
movements for a long period, one of the 
:hief trouble-makers toeing Juan Jiminez, 
formerly a prosperous merchant of Monti 
Christi, and who considers himself a per- 
manent candidate for the presidency, his 
father having at one time been president 
of the republic.

Acre Are Some, and They Are Right 


to the Point. 


The following paragraph on "The 


Dse of Short Words" is attributed to 
Horatio Seymour. It practices what it 
preached therein, since there is no 
word in it with more than two sylla- 
bles, save such as are quoted for pur- 
poses of illustration: 


"We must not only think in words, 


but we must also try to use the best 
words and those which in speech will 
put what is in our minds into the 
minds of others. This is the great art 
which those must gain who wish to 
teach in the school, the church, at the 
bar or through the press. To do this in 
the right way they should use the 
short words which we learn in early 
life and which have the same sense to 
all classes of men. The English of our 
Bible is good. Now and then some 
long words are found, and they always 
hurt the verses in which you find them. 
Take that which says, '0 ye generation 
of vipers, who hath warned you to flee 
from the wrath to come? There is one 
long word which ought not to be in it— 
namely, 'generation.' In the old ver- 
sion the old word 'brood' is used. Read 
the verse with the term, and you will 
feel its full force: '0 ye viper's brood, 
who hath warned you to flee from the 
wrath to come?' 
Crime sometimes 


does not look like crime when it is set 
before us in the many folds of a long 
word. When a man steals and we call 
st a 'defalcation,' we are at a loss to 
know if it is a plunder or a crime. If 
he does not tell the truth, and we are 
told that it is a case of 'prevarication,' 
it takes- us some time to know just 
what we should think of it. No man 
will ever cheat himself into wrongdo- 
ing, nor will he be at a loss to judge of j 
others if he thinks and speaks of acts" 
in clear, crisp terms. It is a good rule, I 
if one is at a loss to know if an act is 
right or wrong, to write it down in 
short, straightout English."

"Gypsy Sam," It is said these two men 
were seen around Adams that day and 
that LeRich tried to enlist, but was not 
accepted. These men answer the des- 
cription of the two who were seen with 
the horse in Hoosic Tuesday, when they 
tried to trade him to gypsies there. 
Mr. Bennett says "Gipsy Sam" left a 
rig in Adams, and it is quite likely this 
will prove to be stolen property. 


When Mr. Bennett's suspicions had 


become aroused and the boy told him 
the horse had been let to a man named 
LeRich he went to Cheshire to see a 
Mr. LeRich who lives there, but he was 
not the man who hired the horse and 
knew nothing of the affair.

BAD MONEY CIRCULATING A6AIN 


Counterfeit $2 Bills and 50 Cent Pieces 


are in the City 


Some of the local merchants report 


a good many counterfeits are again 
in circulation in the city. The present 
Hood of bad money is not as marked 
as the last one which /^suited in ar- 
rests by the police, but it is enough to 
cause merchants come anxiety. 
The 


counterfeits that are now in circula- 
tion are of $2 bills and half dollar silver 
pieces. 


Neither 
counterfeit is particularly 


good, and can easily be detected. On 
the bills the printing is not very good, 
and the paper lacks the silk threads 
that are the stamp of real government 
money. 


The silver pieces are of very poor 


workmanship. 
They are greasy of 


touch, and the ring is not at all like 
that of good money, the metal used 
being copper with a thin silver plating. 
The milling is also defective, showing 
only at the edge of the rims, making 
the coin look something like two thin 
pieces of metal pasted together. 
The 


eagle is very poorly done, and 
the 


other characters are crude. The date 
is 1SST, on those that have been report- 
ed. These counterfeits are Quite fre- 
quent in New York state, and are 
thought to have come here from that 
direction.

money is an unusual number of the 
old fashioned silver half dime pieces, 
of which very few have been seen in 
recent years. As these are not coined 
now, 
this sudden influx of them is
